In 1974/75 they won the Yorkshire League Cup beating Lincoln 
United 2-0 at the victoria Pleasure Ground, Coole, and th 0 fallowing 
season they rinished rvners-up to Emley In Division one of the 
Yorkshire League. 


1776/77, 1977/78 and 1978/79 saw Ferrlby winning the East nidlng Senior Cup firstly beating mil City 2-1, 
Uwn Hall noad Hangers 3-1 and U*n Maybury A.F.C. 6-U. In 19QO/01 North Ferrlby broke new ground when they 
readied the 3rd quail Tying round of the F.A. Cup, losing away to Boston united or tlie Alliance Premier League. 

In 1902/03 Mirth Terrlby Joined Uie newly farmed NorU«ni CmnLlcs East League Dlvlslun ttie North mu] 

FlnlsJied the season In Uie runners up spot. Tliey were offered promotion to the Premier Division but were 
iroblc to accept as their ground and faclULles were tx>t 141 lo lie required standard. A fact which Is very 
difficult to believe nowl 

Befare tlie start or the 1905/06 season tlie demise and withdrawal or netfard Town rrom tlie league gave Ferrlbi 
a reprieve. They were about to start Uie new season in Dlvlslun iwo or the re-uryanised league but because of 
Retford's withdrawal North Ferrlby Look their place In Division Ckie. By the new year they had secured the 
championship and promotion to tlie Premier Division. It was during that season that they had their Tlrst taste 
or success in the F.A. Vase when they readied the Fourth round before losing 2-1 at Newcastle Blue Star- 

In their Tlrst season In the Premier Division they finished In third position, unbeaten In the lost thirteen 
gar^s and unbeaten at home. The fallowing season tl»e club rinished sixth in the league and reached the Fifth 
rotnd or the f.a. Vase, losing at home to Farsley Celtic by two goals to one watched by 520 spectators, at that 
time one of the biggest attendances Church noad had witnessed. 


1900/09 was tlie highlight of tlie club's history wlten tliey progressed to the semi-riiial of the F.A. Vase, 
winning the away leg at Tamworth 2-1. They then confounded many by hosting the second leg at Church Road in 
Impeccable fashLon when over 1,000 spectators saw then bow out wnen just ten minutes away from a Wembley 
appearance. Despite this enormous disappointment they won seven and drew one oT tlielr last eight league games 
to finish fourth in the Premier Division. 


By contrast, 1909/90 was a quiet season but last season was extremely successful. North Ferrlby won the 
lnaugurol President's Cup, beating F.A. vase winners Gulseley 0-5 on aggregate over the two legged final, the 
East nidlng Senior C14J Tor the First time since 1979 and were rentiers 141 In Uie League Cup losing 1-0 to 
Gulseley in the rinai. They also rinlslied faurth In Uie Premier Olvlslon and tlielr Reserves were Runners Up 
In tlie Floodlight Section of Uie neserve Division. 

Church Road is one or the most attractive grounds In tlie Northern Counties East League. llie playing 
surface Is always In superb condition and Uie ground Is fally enclosed with hard standing oil the way round 
and two covered stands and on attractive cluohguse. Floodlights were installed in 1909 and Uie ground is 
c rcletl by trees and open rields. It Is also overlooked by Uie village ciiurcn steeple and 13 wlUiln sight 

or Lha longest suspension bridge In the world, the limber Orldgn.

Steve FISHER (defender) A former Hull City junior who has recently signed from 
Goole Town. 

Darren FRANCE (forward) Started at Bridlington Trinity before being full time in 
Belgium. Returned to play for Ferriby before being signed by Hull City. Moved 
from there to Doncaster Rovers and then Boston United before returning to the 
club at the start of this season. 

Billy HEATH (defender) Club Captain. Joined at tne start of last season from 
Hall Road Rangers after being released by Hull City. 

Steve HEWITT (goalkeeper) Was a professional with Scarborough until a serious 
injury put him out of the game for a year. He has also played for Matlock Town 
and Goole Town and is now in his second spell with the club. 

Chris HILL (goalkeeper) Played for Hull City Juniors before joining Brodswortn 
MW and then Brigg Town. Signed during last summer. 

Bobby McNEILL (defender) Returned to the club last January after a long spell at 
Goole Town. 

Shane MILNER (midfield) A former Hull City Junior who came to North Ferriby in 
1990. 

Oarren PHILLIPS (midfield) Re-joined the dub at the start of the season after 
playing for Goole Town last season. Previously with Winterton Rangers. 

Mike SMITH (midfield) A recent transfer from Immingham Town. Played for Goole 
Town after being released by Hull City. 

Mark TENNISON (forward) After playing for Bridlington Trinity he moved on to 
Guisely where he won FA Vase Winners and Runners-up medals. Joined North 
Ferriby at the start of the 1992/93 season. 

Richard TWIGGER (defender) Versatile player who was previously with 8ridlington 
Town and Goole Town. 

Dave WALM5LEY (forward) Joined the club mid-season from Harrogate Town. Prior to 
that he was with Hull City and Goole Town. 

Alan WARD (forward) Joined the club last season from Brigg Town. Previous clubs 
- Grantham Town and Lincoln United. 

Tim HOTTE (forward) PLAYER/MANAGER Tim has had Football League experience with 
Arsenal, Huddersfield Town and Hull City and in his non-league days with 
Ferriby, Harrogate Town and Goole Town, Returned to United as player/manager 
last December.

Stocksbridge Park Steels Football (Club 

A Brief History 


The first club to be formed in Stocksbridge was The Foresters who played in the Hatchard 
League until 1902. They reached the League semi-final in 1900 but lost 3-4 to Kiveton Park 
in front of some 3,000 spectators. The match lasted 150 minutes including two lots of extra 
time and the winning goal was scored in the very last minute. In 1902, the Foresters joined 
the Sheffield Minor League where they remained until 1914. There is no record after this 
time. 

Records of Stocksbridge Church F.C. date back as far as 1890 when they were members of 
the Sheffield Sunday School League. They then moved to the Sheffield Minor League and 
finally the Sheffield Amateur League. They won this League in consecutive seasons 1928/9 
and 1929/30 but appeared to fold in 1932 and Stocksbridge Works Social Services took over 
their ground. The circumstances are not clear but several ex-Church players appear for the 
Works side the following season (1932/3). 

Stocksbridge Works Social Services F.C. (The Works) were formed in 1908 and played in the 
Sheffield Amateur, Works and Drake Leagues before rejoining the Amateur League in 1932 
where they remained until 1947 when they joined the stronger Sheffield Association League. 
After two years they gained membership of the Yorkshire League. The Works won the 
Yorkshire League title on no fewer than seven occasions in the 1950’s, including four 
championships in succession, and were presented with a plaque to commemorate the feat by 
the League. They also won the Sheffield and Hallamshire F.A. Senior Cup in 1952 and 
reached the final on several other occasions. However, from the mid-1960's, the Club fell into 
something of a decline and major achievements were few and far between, some time being 
spent in the Yorkshire League's 3rd Division and also in the lower divisions of the Northern 
Counties (East) League after its formation. 

Oxley Park Football Club was formed 1945, playing firstly in the local Penistone League 
before moving to the Friendlies League in 1953. They gained promotion through the divisions 
in six successive seasons before joining the stronger Sports and Athletic League where they 
gained promotions and the Premier Division Championship in record time. In 1970, the Park 
joined the Hatchard League and again gained promotion at the first attempt. However, several 
average seasons followed (by their standards anyway) until the league amalgamated with the 
County Senior League in 1983 and then promotion was gained three years in succession. The 
Club won many local and charity cups during this time. 

Stocksbridge Park Steels Football Club was formed in 1986 when the above two senior clubs 
in the town amalgamated under the Chairmanship of Jim Shuttlewood, However, unlike the 
achievements of Oxley Park and The Works, there was no immediate success on the field. On 
the other hand, there was a great deal of activity behind the scenes. Many ground 
improvements have been made including the opening of a social club, the erection of 
floodlights in 1990 and refurbishment of the dressing rooms. Many more are planned. The 
ground hosted eight matches in the World Student Games tournament of 1991, a number of 
senior finals have been held as well as the annual F.A. XI v Combined Services match of 
1992. But the successes we all wanted - on the field - still eluded us until 1990 when we were 
accepted into the F.A. Vase competition and then in 1991/2 season we gained promotion as 
champions of Division 1. We were accepted into the F.A. Cup in 1992/3 and the season 
finished with the Club defeating Northern Premier club Worksop Town to win the Sheffield 
and Hallamshire F.A. Senior Cup for the first time in 40 years. And then, of course, was the 
breath-taking finale to the 1993/4 season when Steels became Champions oftheN.C.E.L. 
Premier Division.

Town, Ossett Albion, Denaby Utd., Parkgate & Sheffield. He has played for the 
County FA and captained the club to the First Div. Championship. 

Simon DWYER (forward) After representing Sheffield Schools at most age groups he 
served as an apprentice at Sheffield Wed. Simon has since played with a number 
of clubs including Matlock Town and Gainsborough. 

Ken GEELAN (defender) Joined mid-way through last season. Started at Sheffield 
United and has also been at Shepshed, Burton and, most recently, Buxton. 

Richard H0LMSHAW (midfield/defender) Richard joined the club two seasons ago. 
Previously with AlfretonTown and Denaby Utd, he began at Wednesday with whom he 
won an Intermediate League Cup Winners medal, scoring at Old Trafford. 

Simon HOWE (midfield/forward) Simon joined the club from junior football and has 
also appeared in Wednesday's Pontins League side. He is a strong running 
player and it is no surprise to learn that he represented Sheffield Schools at 
Athletics, Cross-country and Rugby. 

David HUDSON (midfield) Employed as a lifeguard, David started his football 
career with Yorks. Water and has represented the County FA at u-19 level. 

Trevor JONES (forward) Trevor joined from Aurora United and has also had spells 
with Frecheville CA, Heanor Town, Alfreton Town, Matlock Town and Sheffield.He 
was the 1st Div's leading scorer in Steel's promotion year. Trevor captained 
the side to the Prem. Div. Championship. 

Steve MYLES (defender) Experienced player and a member of Sheffield United's 
coaching staff. 

Steve SHUTT (midfield) Steve gained League experience whilst at Barnsley and 
Scunthorpe before moving on to Matlock Town, Buxton and Goole Town where he 
was a member of the side which won the West Riding County and NPL Cups. 

Andy SHAW (forward) No prizes for guessing ’Ernie's' job! Previous club - 
Gainsborough Trinity. 

Darren SPOONER (forward) Joined after a successful spell at Sheffield FC. His 
other hobby is golf. 

Mick STEWART (midfield) Experienced and determined player, he joined the club 
early last season from Maltby MW. 

Ian SWALLOW (midfield) Joined from Elsecar. His other love is cricket which he 
played for Yorkshire & Somerset and which he still plays at a good level. 

Jason SWANN (midfield/forward) Fast and strong-running player. Previous clubs 
- Sheffield and Glossop NE. 

Paul SYKES (defender) With the club for 4 seasons after playing for 
Gainsborough, Denaby and Spalding (Prem Div. champions medal) and Armthorpe W.
